But Brazilian 
authorities, who said they were 
acting at the request of Argen- 
tina, ordered the airline to re- 
turn Peron to Madrid. 


Sources in Madrid said Ihe 


Spanish government was em- 
barrassed by the flight.

available. He was at a hotel at 
Torremolinos in southern Spain, 
where he has been under police 
guard since his return from Rio. 


He was granted residence in 


Spain in 1960 on the understand- 
ing that he would not publicly 
involve himself in politics. 


.Peron, who ruled Argentina 


from 1946 to 1955, had promised 
his followers he would return 
before the end of this year. He 


Butenko, 31. an American en- 


gineer, and Ivanov, 34, a Rus- 
sian chauffeur, were convicted 
of conspiring to relay U.S. Air 
rce secrets to the Soviet Un- 
ion. 


Both also were convicted of 


conspiring to violate the law 
requiring registration of foreign 
agents. On a third count against 
Butenko, he was found guilty of 
acting as an unregistered agent 
for Russia. These charges carry 
maximum sentences of five and 
10 years imprisonment, respec- 
tively.

11. 


Dr. Barkley Noble said Kil- 


bride died at 12:45 a.m. of hard- 
ening of the arteries in the brain 
and terminal pneumonia. The 
doctor said he notified Kil- 
'ide's sister, Mrs. John L. 
Jrowley of Los Angeles Thurs- 
day that her brother was failing 
fast. 


Fame came in his later years 


io the hawk-nosed comedian 
with the song-song voice. 


He appeared in 800 stage 


roles, then made his movie de- 
but in 1942. His roles were mi- 
nor until he and Marjorie Main 
played a farm couple in "The 
Egg and I" in 1947. 


The characters were lifted 


from the film and became the 
basis of the "Ma and Pa Kettle" 
series. They were immensely 
popular at the box office, and 
Kilbride and Miss Main were 
boosted from character roles to 
starring parts. 


Kilbride was 61 when the se- 


ries began. The Kettle films 
made a fortune for the studio 
but Kilbride never struck it 
rich. Work was brief, taxes took 
too much, and he was type-cast 
as the back-country farmer. 


He retired at 65, lived largely 


on Social Security, and spent 
much time walking Hollywooc 
Boulevard. A bachelor, he lived 
alone in a modest apartment. 


On Sept, 17 he and an actor 


friend, Frank Belmont, 73, were 
hit by a car as they were 
crossing a Hollywood intersec- 
tion. Belmont was killed. Al 
first it was thought Kilbride es 
caped with minor head injuries 


But Nov. 11, he was taken to 


Good Samaritan Hospital in Los 
Angeles for brain surgery. La 
ter he was transferred to the 
sanitarium for recuperation.

great stillness around here. It is 
unusual, but Johnson seems to 
be playing it cool. 


True, he has talked to busi- 


nessmen about prosperity and 
how he wants to get along with 
them; he issued a statement on 
Viet Nam; and he had a two- 
day talk with British Prime 
Minister Wilson. 


But he didn't say anything 


unexpected in his business talk 
besides urging bankers to keep 
their interest rate down. And 
the statement on Viet Nam was 
so vague no one could tell what 
he had in mind.

Comeback of 
Year Title

NEW YORK (AP) - 
When 


Lenny Moore reported to the 
Baltimore Colts' training camp 
at Westminster, Md., last sum- 
mary he was only the No. 2 left 
halfback. Injuries had cut deep- 
ly into his effectiveness the 
past two seasons. 


"I want to prove to myself I 


still have it," Moore told a visi- 
tor. "And I want to shut up a lot 
of mouths who are saying I am 
finished." 


Nobody is saying Moore is 


washed up or finished these 
days. An Associated Press panel 
of 42 sport swriters and sports- 
casters, 
three 
from 
each 


league city, has named Moore 
the Comeback of the Year in the 
National Football League. 


Moore, the Sputnik who came 


out of Penn State in 1956 to daz- 
zle the league with his blinding 
speed, has 
scored 18 touch- 


downs, one short of the league 
record of 19 set by Jim Taylor 
of Green Bay in 1962, Moore has 
scored at least once in each of 
the last 16 games he has played. 


When Weeb Ewbank was un- 


der fire at Baltimore, one of the 
complaints was that he insisted 
on moving Moore inside to take 
advantage of his running ability 
as well as his pass catching. 
Many observers thought Moore 
was most valuable as an outside 
flanker-type threat. 


Don Shula succeeded Ewbank 


in 1963 and kept Moore inside. 
Nobody is worrying about that 
anymore. As a runner Lenny 
has gained 562 yards on 144 car- 
ries. As a receiver he has 
gained 448 yards on 20 catches. 
Of the 18 touchdowns, 15 have 
come on runs and only three on 
passes.

cast. Two panel members did 
not vote in this category.
